VIETNAM - 

AT PRESS BRIEFING, UN SPOKESMAN SAID THAT OVER WEEKEND THERE 
HAD BEEN CONTINUAL CONTACTS BETWEEN SYG, UNICEF AND OFFICE OF 
UNHCR REGARDING HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE IN SOUTH VIETNAM 
AND THOSE ORGANIZATIONS WERE INTENSIFYING THEIR ASSISTANCE 
WITHIN AVAILABLE MEANS. HE ADDED SOUTH VIETNAM'S REQUEST THAT 
SYG APPEAL TO ALL MEMBER STATES AND HUMANITARIAN ORGANIZATIONS 
FOR HELP FOR REFUGEE PROBLEM WAS STILL UNDER CONSIDERATION. 

HE WAS GENERALLY EVASIVE IN RESPONSE TO BARRAGE OF QUESTIONS, 
BUT DID REVEAL: UNICEF AND UNHCR ARE SEEKING TO ENLARGE 
THEIR AVAILABLE MEANS (CONTACTING POTENTIAL DONORS), 

ALREADY HAVE PROGRAMS IN VIETNAM AND ARE IN CONTACT WITH 
ALL PARTIES THERE, THERE HAVE BEEN UNHCR CONTACTS WITH PRG 
GENEVA LIAISON OFFICE, AND SYG HAS NOT DISCUSSED POSSIBILITY 
OF LOCALIZED CEASEFIRE WITH ANYONE. (OURTEL 1033)

AT 3:30 A.M. RPT A.M. MARCH 30, 22 IDL MEMBERS APPEARED IN 
FRONT OF SOVIET MISSION, CHANTED "NEVER AGAIN" AND ANTI- 
SOVIET SLOGANS, HURLED CONTAINERS OF RED PAINT AND BEEF BLOOD 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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AGAINST FENCE AND FRONT OF SOVIET MISSION, AND SPLATTERED 
NEW YORK CITY POLICE OFFICER ON DUTY AT MISSION. POLICE ARRESTED 
22 DEMONSTRATORS (THREE WERE JUVENILES) ON CHARGES OF UNLAWFUL 
ASSEMBLY, CRIMINAL MISCHIEF AND DISORDERLY CONDUCT. 

UNIDENTIFIED INDIVIDUAL INFORMED UPI BY PHONE THAT JDL WAS 
RESPONSIBLE AND ACTION WAS TO PROTEST "DISRUPTION OF PASSOVER 
SERVICES" BY SOVIET POLICE IN MOSCOW MARCH 29. JDL SPOKESMAN 
STATED ON TV NEWS BROADCAST THAT HARASSMENT OF SOVIETS

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IN 1976 AND THEN SUBMITTED TO ECOSOC. REPORT CONTAINS PHRASES 
IN BRACKETS WHERE AGREEMENT WAS NOT REACHED, INCLUDING WHETHER 
PROPOSED CODE WAS TO BE OBSERVED BY TNC'S OR WHETHER IT MERELY 
DEALT WITH SUCH CORPORATIONS. TWO SUBSTANTIVE ITEMS ON

DRAFT PROGRAM OF WORK ON FULL RANGE OF ISSUES RELATING TO TNC'S, 
AND MODALITIES OF WORK OF COMMISSION. 

COMITE ON ELIMINATION OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION - 

OPENING SESSION MARCH 31, COMITE UNANIMOUSLY ADOPTED AGENDA, 
WHICH WAS AMENDED TO DELETE ITEM ON ELECTION OF RAPPORTEUR 
AFTER SAYEGH (KUWAIT) AGREED TO SERVE OUT UNEXPIRED PORTION 
OF HIS TERM. WORKING GROUP ON TERRITORIES UNDER PORTUGUESE 
ADMINISTRATION WAS ELIMINATED. NEW COMPOSITION OF REMAINING 
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WORKING GROUPS IS: PACIFIC AND INDIAN OCEAN TERRITORIES - 
EXPERTS FROM EGYPT, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, AND ECUADOR, WITH CANADIAN 
EXPERT AS CONVENER; ATLANTIC OCEAN AND CARIBBEAN TERRITORIES, 

INCLUDING GIBRALTAR - EXPERTS FROM PAKISTAN, ARGENTINA, FRG, 

AND NETHERLANDS, WITH YUGOSLAV EXPERT AS CONVENER; AFRICAN 
TERRITORIES - EXPERTS FROM FRANCE, PHILIPPINES, GHANA, USSR, 

AND MOROCCO, WITH COSTA RICA EXPERT AS CONVENER. INDIAN 
EXPERT DAYAL WAS NAMED CHAIRMAN OF CONVENERS, NEW POST 
ESTABLISHED TO ENSURE EDITORIAL UNIFORMITY IN REPORTS OF 
WORKING GROUPS.
